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21. The apparatus of claim 19 wherein the authorization form further includes an 
indicator that is specific to the customer and can be used by the customer to identify the 
apparatus from a different network entity requesting the signature phrase. 

22. A method for authorizing transactions, comprising: 

receiving, at an authorization system, merchant information and account information after 
a user has initiated a transaction from a merchant; 

verifying that the merchant information corresponds to the merchant; 

determining whether the account information corresponds to an accouut entry in an 
authorization database; 

creating an authorization form; 

displaying the authorization form to the user; 

receiving an authentication phrase from the user; 

verifying that the received authentication phrase corresponds to an authentication phrase 

in the account entry; and 

transferring the user to the merchant. 

23 . The method of claim 22 further comprising: 

enabling the user to be transferred to the authorization system. --
